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INTRODUCTION . 


In  this  section  is  given  a "brief  account  of  the  services  provided 
by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  as  a whole,  under  Part  III  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  Divisional  area  during 
1964  was  1346,  an  increase  of  56  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  CRUDE  BIRTH  RATE,  20.6  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population 
compared  with  20.3  for  the  previous  year,  was  well  above  the  West 
Riding  Administrative  County  rate  of  18. 5 and  the  England  and  Wales 
birth  rate  of  I8.4 


Deaths. 


The  deaths  assigned  to  the  Divisional  area  after  correction  for 
transfers  were  646,  an  increase  of  25  compared  with  1963 » 

The  CRUDE  DEATH  RATE  from  all  causes  was  9»9  per  1*000  of  the 
estimated  population.  The  West  Riding  Administrative  area  is  11.5 
and  England  and  Wales  11.3 


Infant  Mortality. 


In  1964  the  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age  numbered 
34.  The  Infant  Mortality  was  25.3  as  against  17 .1  in  the  previous 
year.

year. 


MIDWIFERY  AND  MATERNITY  SERVICES. 


Dorni ciliary  Midwifery . 


Of  the  1345  notified  live  births,  516  were  delivered  by 
domiciliary  mid wives,  the  private  doctors  being  present  in  82  of 
these  cases.

Gas  and  Air  Analgesia 


All  the  domiciliary  midwives  held  the  certificate  in  gas  and  air  analgesia 
administration  and  were  equipped  with  the  necessary  apparatus,) 

The  County  Council  decided  in  1959  to  provide  each  midwife  with  a Trilene 
Analgesia  Machine  in  addition  to  the  Gas  and  Air  Machine. 

Pethidine  only  was  given  in  66  cases,  Trilene  was  administered  in  88 
cases  and  with  Pethidine  in  283  cases. 

Ante— IT at al  Clinics . 

There  are  two  ante-natal  clinics  in  the  Division  which  are  held  at  Pontefract 
and  Xnottingley.  During  the  year  266  patients  attended.  The  total  number  of 
attendances  was  1,146.  33  patients  were  examined  post-natally  during  the  year. 

Relaxation  Classes. 


Relaxation  classes  for  expectant  mothers  are  held  at  Pontefract  and 
Peatherstone  Clinics. 

These  have  continued  to  be  fairly  well  attended  and  the  number  of 
attendances  at  these  Clinics  during  the  year  was  771* 

Institutional  Midwifery. 


Patients  from  this  Division  are  admitted  to  either  the  Castleford  Maternity 
Home  or  to  the  Southmoor  Maternity  Unit,  Hemsworth. 

Some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  finding  accommodation  for  all  patients 
wishing  to  have  their  babies  in  maternity  homes.  Due  to  travelling 
difficulties  there  is  a preference  for  the  Castleford  Maternity  Home,  although 
our  allocation  of  beds  is  much  smaller  than  at  Southmoor. 

CHILD  WELFARE] . 

There  are  County  owned  clinics  at  Pontefract,  Featherstone  and  Knottingley. 
A mobile  caravan  type  clinic  visits  the  Parishes  of  Whitley  Bridge,  Womersley, 
Eggborough,  Brotherton,  Kellington,  Heck,  Iiensall,  Monk  Fryston  and  Fairbum 
in  the  Osgoldcross  Rural  District,  at  fortnightly  intervals. 

During  19 64,  2,531  children  attended  and  they  made  22,645  attendances.

During  the  year  109  babies  weighing  5g‘  lbs.  or  less  were  born 
in  hospitals  or  nursing  homes  to  mothers  normally  resident  in  the 
Division;  and  18  were  born  at  home. 


SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE . 


Medical  Inspe ctions 

The  periodic  medical  examination  of  the  four  age  groups,  i.e.  the 
entrants  (5  years  +),  second  age  group  (7  years  +) , intermediate  years 
(10  years  +)  and  leavers  (14  years  +)  continued  throughout  the  year  at 
49  schools  in  the  Division. 

Re-examinations  of  children  who,  at  previous  periodic  or  special 
examinations  had  been  found  to  have  defects,  were  made  at  each  school 
medical  inspection.  During  the  year  3*470  periodic  inspections  were 
carried  out. 


General  Condition  of  Children 

All  pupils  at  routine  medical  inspections  are  classified  as  to  their 
general  condition  at  the  time  of  examination  and  99»54^>  were  classified 
as  satisfactory  and  only  .4 6j>  as  unsatisfactory.

During  the  year  health  visitors  and  school  nurses  made  19,805 
examinations  of  children  in  schools.  Of  these  393  individual  children 
were  found  to  be  infested. 


SPECIAL  CLINICS. 


Ophth almic  Clinic s. 

Dr.  K.  K.  Prasher  holds  weekly  clinics  at  the  Central  Clinic, 
Pontefract.  During  the  year  1,208  children  were  examined.  Of  these 
418  were  prescribed  glasses. 

Ear,_N ose  and  Throat  Clinics . 

Mr.  K.  M.  Mayall  holds  fortnightly  sessions  at  the  Central  Clinic, 
Pontefract,  for  children  from  this  Division.  During  the  year  Mr.  Mayall 
held  22  sessions  and  saw  103  children.  In  all,  the  children  made  229 
attendances . 
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Orthopaedic  Clinics. 


Mr.  R.  W.  L.  Calderwcod,  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  holds  a monthly 
clinic  at  the  Central  Clinic,  Pontefract,  and  during  the  year  9 
sessions  were  held.  115  children  ?;ere  seen  at  these  clinics  and  the 
total  number  of  attendances  made  was  132. 


Child  Guidance  Treatment. 


A Child  Guidance  Clinic  is  held  weekly  at  the  Central  Clinic, 
Pontefract  * Children  from  surrounding  Divisional  areas  attended  here 
in  addition  to  our  own.  Dr.  K.  Maxwell  held  consultant  sessions. 

Mr.  D.  G.  Pickles,  Clinic  Psychologist , and  Mrs.  P.Y.  Harris, 
Psychiatric  Social  Worker,  continued  to  do  much  good  work  at  the  Clinic. 

Speech  Therapy. 

Mrs.  U.  Hepworth,  Speech  Therapist,  held  clinics  on  two  half-days 
each  week  at  Pontefract  Central  Clinic.  In  addition  she  has  one  session 
each  week  at  the  Castle  Day  E.S.N.  School  and  at  the  Knottingley  Clinic. 
During  the  year  180  sessions  were  held  and  93  children  were  treated. 

Handicapped  Pupils . 

The  regular'  medical,  examination  of  handicapped  children  continued 
during  the  year  and  where  necessary,  recommendations  were  made  for 
placement  in  special  schools. 


Medical  Examination  of  Teachers 
and  Entrants  to  Training  College. 


It  is  the  duty  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  to  examine  Candidates 
applying  for  entry  to  Training  Colleges  for  the  purpose  of  satisfying 
the  college  Authorities  of  their  fitness  to  follow  a course  of  teacher 
training.  During  the  year  35  candidates  were  examined  and  where 
necessary,  x-ray  examinations  arranged. 

In  the  case  of  entrants  to  the  teaching  profession,  10  examinations 
were  made. 


B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 


Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  was  offered  to  all  children  in 
the  year  of  their  13th.  birthday.  With  the  consent  of  the  parents, 
a test  is  performed  to  see  if  the  child  has  already  encountered  the 
germ  of  Tuberculosis,  If  it  has  done  so,  no  further  action  is  taken, 
as  it  is  assumed  that  the  child  is  acquiring  a natural  immunity.  If, 
however,  the  test  indicates  that  the  child  has  not  encountered 
tubercle  bacillus,  then  vaccination  is  carried  out. 


The  age  of  13  years  has  been  chosen  because  at  this  age  the  natural 
resistance  to  the  disease  tends  to  drop  and  it  is  hoped  to  confer 
protection  during  the  years  of  increased  risk.

MENTAL  HLALTH . 

In  November,  i960,  the  new  Mental  Health  Act  became  operative  and  two 
Mental  Welfare  Officers  were  given  the  task  of  coping  with  the  increased  work 
which  the  Act  places  upon  local  Health  Authorities. 

MEDICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  STAFF. 

The  County  Council  decided  in  January,  1962,  to  revise  their  scheme  whereby 
all  entrants  to  the  superannuation  scheme  be  medically  examined  and  substituted 
tho  following;- 

(1)  All  prospective  entrants  to  the  scheme  be  required  to  complete  a 
questionnaire  dealing  with  personal  and  family  medical  history. 

(2)  There  to  be  a full  medical  examination  of  s- 

(i)  All  prospective  entrants  over  the  age  of  45  years. 

(ii)  All  entrants  whose  completed  questionnaire  reveals  the 
need  for  further  medical  investigation. 

(iii)  Applicants  whose  prospective  employment  is  such  that 
public  safety  is  involved,  e.g.  Fire  and  Ambulance 
service  drivers. 

In  1964,  30  examinations  were  made. 


Vaccination  and  Immnn j s a 1 1 on  in  _S  shoo]  s . 

In  1962  the  school  immunisation  programme  was  extended  to  include  protection 
s,gainst  Tetanus . There  has  been  growing  emphasis  fcrc  this  in  recent  years  and  it 
can  now  be  administered  in  a combined  form  with  Diphtheria. 

By  the  end  of  19^4>  out  of  a school  population  of  10,2C9  children,  97112  had 
received  protection  against  Diphtheria  representing  89.2 'jfi  of  the-  population, 
whilst  in  the  three  years  that  Tetanus  protection  has  been  available  4 =,769 
(46.61/0)  children  have  been  immunised  against  Tetanus. 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  also  introduced  into  the  school  programme 
in  1964  in  order  to  improve  the  immunity  rate.  83.48$  of  the  school  population 
are  now  protected  against  this  disease. 

The  ready  co-operation  of  the  headteachers  is  very  much  appreciated  in  these 
schemes,  the  success  of  which  is  shown  in  the  high  immunity  rates  achieved  amongst 
school  children. 


Vaccination  against  Smallpox. 

During  19 64  361  primary  vaccinations  against  Smallpox  we re  carried  out. 


The  Child  Neglected  in  its_  Own  Home . 

Quarterly  meetings  cf  the  Co-ordinating  Committee  for  the  care  of  the  child 
neglected  in  its  own  home  were  held. 

These  meetings  attended  by  representatives  of  the  Health,  Welfare,  Education 
and  Children  Departments  of  the  County  Council,  the  Health  and  Housing  Departments 
of  the  County  District  Councils,  together  with  the  Probation  Officer,  N.S.P.C.C. 
Inspector  and  national  Assistance  Board  Officer,  were  helpful  in  providing  an 
interchange  of  information  and  a co-ordinated  approach  to  the  individual  case. 
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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council* 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  to  you  my  report  for  the  year  1961;* 

Throughout  the  year,  every  attempt  was  made  to  give  some  attention 
to  all  the  duties  entrusted  to  the  Department*  In  some  cases  this  was 
of  necessity  small. 

For  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  you  will  remember  that  Mr. 
Southall  was  preparing  to  take  his  final  examination,  and  to  meet  all 
the  requirements  of  the  Examining  Board  you  afforded  him  all  possible 
facilities  for  training.  During  this  time  Mr.  Southall  was  available 
to  me  in  the  greater  part  for  periods  of  one  half  to  one  and  a half  days 
only  per  week.  Miss  Taylor  gave  me  invaluable  assistance  on  the 
administrative  side  but,  of  course,  could  not  help  with  outside  duties. 
Fortunately,  Mr,  Southall  passed  his  examination  and  was  appointed 
Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  on  the  Uth  July,  Since  then  he  has 
proved  a very  able  and  willing  assistant. 

With  the  increase  in  Council  house  building  and  the  steady  addition 
to  the  total  number  of  dwellings  held  by  the  Council,  the  increased 
number  of  tenancies  created  resulted  in  obviously  increased  house  letting 
duties.  As  priority  must  be  given  to  this  to  avoid  loss  of  rent  other 
duties  have  had  to  wait  at  times. 

New  legislation  always  adds  to  the  burden  and  this  can  certainly  be 
said  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  with  its  subsequent 
regulations,  circulars  and  supplements. 

In  conclusion  I would  again  thank  all  those  who  helped  me  in  any  way 
throughout  the  year , particularly  my  own  staff  and  that  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health’s  Department,

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  to  the  whole  district  is  obtained  from  the  Wakefield 
and  District  Water  Board,  In  general,  complaints  are  made  direct  to  the 
responsible  Officers  of  the  Board  so  that  this  Department’s  knowledge  of 
alleged  inadequacy  is  usually  limited  to  those  cases  where  private  service 
pipes  are  at  fault.  However,  there  appears  to  be  still  some  inac  equacy  in 
the  higher  parts  of  Purs ton. 

Weekly  chemical  and  bacteriological  samples  are  taken  by  the  Board’s 
Chemist;  of  the  raw  water,  of  water  chlorinated  but  not  filtered,  and  of 
water  entering  the  supply  after  final  treatment.  Immediate  check  samples 
are  taken  of  any  proving  unsatisfactory,  the  chlorine  doseage  is  increased 
and  the  matter  fully  investigated.  Any  new  mains  are  cleared  by  the 
Chemist  before  being  brought  into  use. 

Only  one  bacteriological  sample  was  taken  by  this  Department,  follox^ring 
complaints  of  discoloured  water  after  a main  had  been  tapped.  This  sample 
was  bacteriologically  pure  if  of  unappetising  appearance.  Two  samples  were 
taken  about  the  same  time  to  ascertain  the  chlorine  content. 

The  p.H,  value  is  maintained  at  7*8  to  8,0  to  combat  possible  plumbo- 
solvency,  and  the  fluoride  content  is  negligible  never  exceeding  0.1  p.p.m. 

All  dwellings  in  the  district  are  connected  to  the  mains  supply, 

SWIMMING  BATHS. 


The  swimming  bath  at  St,  Wilfrid’s  R.C,  High  School  was  brought  into 
use  in  January,  and  the  Council’s  Lister  Baths  reopened,  after  modernisation 
in  April, 

The  Lister  Baths  comprise  two  pools,  one  large  and  one  small  and  the 
school  has  one  pool  only.  The  water  is  drawn  initially  from  the  public 
mains  and  is  maintained  in  satisfactory  condition  in  both  cases  by  fully 
automatic  treatment  plant,  the  water  at  the  Lister  Baths  being  changed 
every  three  hours  and  at  the  school  ever}/-  six  hours. 

Chlorine  content  and  p.H.  value  are  checked  three  times  daily  bv  the 
respective  responsible  officers. 

The  total  number  of  bacteriological  samples  taken  was  126  of  which 
122  were  satisfactory.  In  addition  5>7  samples  were  taken  as  Laboratory 
checks  on  p.H.  value  and  chlorine  contents. 

SANITARY  ACCOMODATION  AND  DRAINAGE. 


During  I96U  70  additional  water  closets  were  provided  for  existing 
dwellings  by  improvements.  In  some  cases  this  would  eliminate  the 
existing  external  water  closets,  but  accurate  figures  of  this  are  not 
available.  176  water  closets  were  constructed  with  new  dwellings.

1+  houses  with  Waste  Water  Closets 
5 houses  with  Chemical  Closets 
10  houses  with  Privy  Closets 
hl92  houses  with  Water  Closets 

The  original  plans  for  the  modernisation  of  the  Old  Snydale  Sewage 
Works  and  the  relating  of  that  part  of  the  main  sewer  affected  by  subsidence 
would  noTtf  appear  to  be  completely  scrapped  on  the  advise  of  the  Consultants 
because  of  possible  future  mining  subsidence.  New  plans  have  been  prepared 
providing  for  several  pumping  stations  and  rising  mains  to  take  all  sewage 
to  the  South  Feathers tone  Sewage  Works;  enlargement  of  these  works  to  cope 
and  the  elimination  of  the  Old  Snydale  Works, 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Apart  from  occasional  home  isolation  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever, 
investigation  of  infectious  diseases  was  confined  to  Sonnei  Dysentery  and 
Salmonella  infections.  In  each  case  a check  on  food  handlers  was  made  and 
specimens  collected  for  examination  as  necessary. 

INSECT  INFESTATIONS. 


Although  the  occasional  cases  of  bed  bug  infestation  are  still  found, 
these  rarelv  are  of  a major  nature.  Instead  complaints  now  usually  relate 
to  flies  and  the  more  fashionable  clovermite.  This  latter  insect  is  appear- 
ing with  the  new  type  development  where  garden  areas  are  grassed  down  rather 
than  being  used  as  flower  or  vegetable  plots.  All  complaints  are  given 
attention  and  to  date  treatments  have  been  successful. 

In  addition  the  number  of  wasps  nests  treated  in  season  appears  to  be 
on  the  increase,  no  doubt  due  to  the  knowledge  that  help  can  be  obtained 
from  the  Department. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 


There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  within  the  district, 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS . 


Only  three  caravans  are  licenced,  each  on  its  own  individual  site.  No 
problems  arise  from  these  but  the  same  cannot  be  said  for  those  caravans, 
either  horse  or  vehicular  drawn  which  move  in  and  out  of  the  district  as  the 
spirit  moves  the  occupants.  Many  of  these  people  have  no  respect  for  the 
property  of  others  and  usually  leave  behind  accumulations  of  different  types 
of  refuse  when  they  move  on.  The  use  of  some  of  the  more  favourite  sites 
has  been  prevented  by  various  steps,  but  other  sites  are  soon  found  and  used 
on  occasion.  Threats  of  legal  action  have  little  effect  and  on  one  occasion 
were  met  with  threats  of  action  of  another  type  against  the  Officer  concerned. 
Thus  the  help  of  the  police  is  sought  as  necessary. 

RODENT  CONIROLo 


The  rodent  control  service  continued  to  function  efficiently. 

A sewer  treatment  was  carried  out  in  February,  when  sodium  flu or acetamide 
was  used.  As  on  previous  occasions  no  dead  rats  were  noted  at  the  sewage  works 
at  the  appropriate  time,  so  again  one  assumed  either  a successful  treatment  or 
an  absence  of  a sewer  rat  population.  As  a further  check,  test  baiting  of  the 
sewers  was  carried  out  in  July,  the  result  being  complete  "no  takes"  through- 
out the  two  sewage  systems.  Throughout  my  years  of  service  with  this  Authority 
no  infestation  of  note  has  occurred  in  the  sewers. 

All  other  Council  property  receives  constant  attention  so  that  the  days 
of  swarming  refuse  tips  would  appear  to  be  over. 

However,  one  must  always  bear  in  mind  that  it  is  most  unlikely  that  the 
rat  and  mouse  population  will  ever  be  completely  wiped  out,  and  the  best  one 
can  hope  to  achieve  is  a good  degree  of  control,  so  that  it  is  essential  that 
constant  vigilance  be  maintained.

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HOUSING 


At  the  31st  December,  196b,  there  were  260  applicants  for  houses  and 
225  for  bungalows , representing  a decrease  of  93  on  the  1963  housing  list 
and  an  increase  of  18  on  the  bungalow  list. 

During  the  year  129  new  Council  dwellings  were  completed  and  occupied 
as  follows j- 


Houses  - 3 bedrooms  112 
Flats  - 2 person  6 
Bungalows  - Aged  persons  3 
Flats  - Aged  persons  2 
Flats  - Wardens  2 


The  3 bungalows  and  1 warden’s  flat  brought  about  the  completion  of 
the  Streethouse  site,  and  the  2 aged  persons  flats  together  with  the  other 
warden's  flat  were  the  first  dwellings  to  be  occupied  in  Jaglin  Court,  a 
new  venture  for  this  Authority. 

In  all,  223  new  tenancies  were  created  during  196b,  excluding  those 
where  a simple  change  of  name  in  the  rent  book  was  effected,  and  the  work 
involved,  together  with  the  investigations  of  the  numerous  applications 
for  lodgers  and  exchanges,  occupied  a great  deal  of  time,  consequently 
reducing  considerable  the  time  available  for  public  health  duties. 

The  Featherstone  U.D.C.  (Loscoe)  Clearance  Area,  involving  111  houses 
was  declared  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  respresentations  or  informal 
agreements  were  made  in  connection  with  a further  102  unfit  houses.

FOOD  INSPECTION 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

The  "Appointed  Day  for  Hygiene  and  Prevention  of  Cruelty  Regulations  was 
the  1st  April,  1961.  At  this  time  onlv  one  slaughterhouse  was  in  use  and  as 
the  occupier  i^as  unwilling  to  meet  the  cost  of  carrying  out  necessary  works 
all  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  were  closed. 

Meat  inspection  is  therefore  restricted  to  that  found  in  butchers  shops,

FOOD  HYGIENE. 


Inspections  continued  when  possible.  Visits  paid  primarily  under  the 
Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  helped  also  in  this  field.  Occupiers 
co-operate  and  rectify  faults  found  without  difficulty.  It  is  regretted  that 
more  time  cannot  be  found  for  this  work,  but  again  no  cases  of  illness  could 
be  traced  to  faulty  hygiene  in  shops. 

MILK  - BRUCELLOSIS. 


On  the  2nd  September  the  Chief  County  Public  Health  Inspector  informed  me 
that  Brucella  Abortus  had  been  isolated  in  a sample  of  T.T.  Farm  Bottled  Milk 
obtained  from  a farm  in  the  district. 

The  same  day  37  samples  were  taken  from  all  the  cows  in  milk,  2 others 
being  dry. 

Of  the  37  samples , 13  were  positive  and  2 doubtful  on  Ring  Test  and  10 
were  positive  with  2 overgrown  on  Cream  Culture  Test.  Repeat  samples  were 
taken  of  the  2 overgrown  on  the  10th  September  and  these  proved  positive. 

Thus  it  was  found  that  12  cows  out  of  the  37  in  milk  were  passing 
organisms  in  the  milk.  This  milk  was  accordingly  rejected  for  farm  bottling 
and  subjected  to  heat  treatment,  the  unaffected  cows  being  milked  first. 

The  constant  changing  of  animals  in  a milk  herd  through  the  purchase  of 
new  cows,  the  re introduction  of  cows  after  calving  and  the  removal  of  those 
going  dry,  makes  determination  of  the  extent  of  the  infection  difficult.  If 
this  disease  is  to  be  eradicated,  as  was  tuberculosis,  more  positive  action 
is  essential  as  present  powers  are  insufficient.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

Two  vehicles  were  in  regular  use  for  refuse  collection,  with  the  spare 
vehicle  being  brought  into  service  when  necessary. 

Every  attempt  was  made  to  maintain  a weekly  collection  throughout  the 
year,  but  on  occasions  delays  were  inevitable  due  to  sickness  and  inclement 
weather  together  with  the  smaller  capacity  of  the  spare  vehicle  when  this 
was  used  during  periods  of  breakdown. 

Disposal  was  by  tipping  which  again  was  restricted  throughout  the  year 
to  the  one  site  where  farm  land  is  being  reclaimed. 

CESSPOOL  AND  GULLY  EMPTYING. 


The  houses  served  by  cesspools  are  mainly  concentrated  in  two  areas, 
namely  Ackton  Wood  Pastures  and  part  of  Ackworth  Road,  Purston,  with  a few 
others  in  isolated  parts  of  the  district.  All  the  cesspools  are  emptied 
regularly  by  the  cesspool/ gully  machine,  which  is  also  used  for  street  gully 
cleansing  on  the  Council’s  roads. 

This  machine  proves  extremely  useful  in  dealing  with  serious  drain  or 
sewer  stoppages  and  on  occasions  when  flooding  takes  place. 

Arrangements  were  commenced  for  the  fitting  of  a snowplough  to  this 
machine,  further  adding  to  its  usefulness.

SMOKE  CONTROL. 


DOMESTIC 


The  installation  of  appliances  capable  of  burning  solid  smokeless  fuels 
of  the  types  which  were  available  continued  in  new  and  improved  dwellings. 
Some  new  houses  are  fitted  with  central  heating  systems  and  this  will  to  a 
small  degree  ease  the  task,  when  commenced,  of  making  a district  of  this  tvpe 
smokeless . 


INDUSTRIAL 

The  two  brickworks  are  still  hand-fired  coal  burning. 

The  Clothing  Factory  referred  to  in  the  1963  Report  converted  to  oil- 
firing. 

The  new  Roman  Catholic  High  School  is  equipped  with  automatic  coal-fired 
boilers,  as  is  the  now  modernised  Public  Baths. 

The  collieries  are  electrified  or  on  automatic  stoking. 

The  new  factory  manufacturing  corrugated  cardboard  containers  has  an 
oil-fired  boiler.
